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Rain Dampens Hanson Hills Opening 


After rain came Tuesday morning, Dec. 
20, Hanson Hills was looking for more snow 
in order to open for the holidays. 

On Monday, Dec. 19, the park had enough 
snow to plan on opening Friday, Dec. 23, in 
time for the holiday rush of skiers. More 
snow is predicted for the weekend. 


Cross country trails are already open at 


the public park and they rate among the 


best in the state. The 35 kilometers of cross- 
country trails have been expanded to a 
minimum of 12-feet wide. The trails will be 
groomed this season for both a traditional 
double track and a lane for the skating style. 

Cross-country trails are open seven 
days a week during daylight hours. 

The downhill slopes will be open holiday 
hours 11 a.m. to 16 p.m. from Dec. 23 to 
January 2. The exceptions to the holiday 
hours are Christmas Eve and New Year's 
Eve, when the park closes at 5 p.m., and 
Christmas Day, when the park is closed all 
day. 

Beginning January 3 the park will 
resume normal hours for downhill slopes 
from 6-10 p.m. Monday, Thursday, and 
Friday; from 11 a.m. to 10 p.m. Saturday, 
and 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. Sunday. Downhill 
skiers will welcome the addition of a surface 
tow rope that will allow more use of the back 
trails and number 5 slope. The back trails 
also have been widened and leveled to 
permit less advanced skiers to use this area. 

Cross-country skiers will find improved 
grooming of trails this year. Scott Remsing, 
activities coordinator, said Hanson Hills has 
purchased grooming equipment with the 
help of a grant from the Weyerhaeuser 
Foundation. 

“With widened trails, better grooming 
equipment, and the wonderful variety of 
terrain, Hanson Hills should became a 
major cross-country touring center and 
draw many skiers to the Crawford County 
area,” Remsing said. “I’m very excited 
about the direction our cross-country 
program is heading toward and the unlimit- 
ed possibilities our trail system offers.’’ 
fers.” 


In addition to skiing, the hills can be 
used for sledding, tubing, and the growing 
sport of snow-boarding. Tubes and boards 
are available for rental at the park. There’s 
also a lighted ice-skating rink at the park. 

The park offers a heated lodge, 


cafeteria, ski shop, a large rental selection, 
and ski lessons. 
Grayling State Bank is helping to spon- 


son a free downhill racing clinic for 1st to 8th 
graders from 1-3 p.m. Sundays from Jan. 1 
through Feb. 23. No entry fee is required 
other than a regular lift ticket. Skiers 
should sign up in advance at the park. 

The Grayling Booster Club sponsors a 
program for skiing lessons for fourth and 
fifth graders at Hanson Hills for six weeks. 

Season memberships are available for 


downhill and cross-country skiing. A 
Crawford County family membership is 
$160, an individual membership $70, and a 
cross-country only membership is $30. A 
non-resident family membership is $185, a 
non-resident individual is $85, and a non- 
resident cross country membership is $35.

State Again Fails 
To Address School 
Finance Reform issue 


Waiting for the state to initiate school fi- 
nance reform is becoming as hopeful) as 
waiting for a turtle to cross a highway — a 
six-lane highway with a cement abutment in 
the middle. 

At the Dec. 12 Crawford AuSable School 
Board meeting, Superintendent Kent Rey- 
nolds told board members that school fi- 
nance reform looks like a dead issue for the 
next school year. 

Last June 13th Crawford AuSable voters 
passed a one-year millage in hopes the state 
would provide some help for the 1989-90 
school year. 

Reynolds told the school board that on 
Thursday, December 8, the House of Repre- 
sentatives failed to pass a version of the 
Governor’s proposed reform package by the 
necessary 2/3 vote required to send it to the 
voters. December 8 was the final day for the 
1988 legislative session. All issues not enact- 
ed by that date must be reintroduced when 
the new legislature convenes in January in 
order to warrant consideration, 

The Governor introduced his proposal in a 
surprise move one day after the joint com- 
mittee of the House and Senate and the 
Equal Partners for Education group repre- 
senting all education organizations reached 
agreement on the proposal which had been 
debated within the legislature for several 
months. The Governor’s proposal effective- 
ly killed any chances for the proposal in the 
legislature to reach a State wide ballot, said 
Reynolds. 


While not a perfect proposal, the legista- 
tive proposal would have greatly benefited 
out-of-formula districts in Northern Michi- 
gan, especially when compared to the 
Governor’s proposal, said Reynolds. The 
Governor’s proposal would have provided 
no new dollars for Northern Michigan outof- 
formula districts, in fact it would have 
widened the gap between high spending dis- 
tricts in the southern part of the State and 
Northern Michigan out-of-formula districts. 
The Governor and his aides stil) refuse to ac- 
cept the fact that poor out-of-formula dis- 
tricts exist. They refuse to acknowledge that 
high property value low income districts 
exist. They continue to lump all out-of- 
formula districts together considering poor 
Northern Michigan out-of-formula districts 
as “‘fat Cats”. Senator Connie Binsfeld has 
done an excéllent job presenting the position 
and needs of Northern Michigan out-of- 
formula districts within the Senate. 

Reynolds reported that he felt one of three 

' things would hanpen, if not all three: (1) A 
lawsuit will most likely be filed by in- 
formula districts and joined by all districts 


against the State of Michigan charging that 
the State does not provide for an equal edu- 
cational opportunity for all students. (2) A 
petition drive may be initiated calling for a

Reynolds said it is quite apparent, that 
once again, the Crawford AuSable School 
District is on its own and cannot expect any 
help from the State of Michigan. 


Survey Shows No-Kill 
Not Favored in State 


An overwhelming ma- 
jority of Michigan sports- 
men and _— sportswomen 
strongly favor Congressional 
approval of legislation to 
curb acid rain and the adop- 
tion by the Michigan Legis- 
lature of a law to protect 
from overdevelopment crit- 
ical portions of the state’s 
Lake Michigan sand dunes. 

Those are just two of the 
findings of an extensive atti- 
tude survey conducted by 
the Michigan United Conser- 
vation Clubs (MUCC) and 
published in the January 
issue of MUCC’s Michigan 
Out-of-Doors magazine. — 

More than 59,000 responses 
were received from a sam- 
ple selected from among 
recipients of Michigan Out- 
of-Doors and other periodi- 
cals dealing with hunting, 
fishing and conservation and 
holders of Michigan hunting 
and fishing licenses. The sur- 
vey included 12 questions on 
natural resource manage- 
ment issues and 10 on én- 
vironmental quality miat- 
ters, 

By margins of 93 percent 
to six percent, respondents 


went on record in favor of 


Congressional approval of 
federal acid rain legislation 
and adoption by the Michi- 
gan Legislature of measures 
to protect critical Lake 
Michigan sand dunes and 
limit shoreline development. 

No less than 96 percent of 
those returning question- 
naires said fines collected in 
pollution cases should be set 
aside for environmental en- 
forcement activities. 

Eighty-seven (87) percent 
of respondents feel state and 
local prosecutors should in- 
crease their efforts to en- 
force the state’s wetland pro- 
tection laws. The same per- 
centage of respondents want 
the state to acquire unclaim- 
ed deposits on beer and soft 
drink containers and use 
these funds for environmen- 
tal cleanup projects, a pro- 
posal opposed by 12 percent 
of those polled. 

To the question of whether 
a minimum building setback 
should be established for de- 
velopment on Great Lakes 
shorelines, 86 percent 
answered in the affirmative 
and 12 percent in the neyga- 
tive. Seventy-five (75) per- 
cent think _ restrictions 
should be placed on rivers to 
ease canoeists’ conflicts with 
Sport anglers and to reduce 
damage to river banks. 
Twenty-four (24) percent op- 
pose such restrictions. 

By a margin of 77 percent 
to 21 percent, respondents 
favor a plan for the state to 
build and operate a toxic 
waste facility to handle 


hazardous waste generated 
in Michigan. 

Survey respondents also 
expressed strong opinions on 
hunting, fishing and natural 
resource management is- 
sues. 

By a margin of more than 
two to one (66 percent to 32 
percent), respondents said 
they would not support an in- 
crease tn hunting and fishing 
license fees in 1989. 

Respondents were solidly 
opposed to legalizing the use 
of crossbows during the 
archery hunting seasons (76 
percent to 22 percent) and to 
allowing farmers to sell deer 
crop damage permits to 
hunters (76 percent opposed 
to 23 percent in favor). 

Nor did survey re- 
spondents look favorably 
upon proposals to designate 
certain lakes and stretches 
of rivers as “catch and re- 
lease” fishing areas. They 
voted against establishing 
“no-kill” fishing areas by 60 
percent to 39 percent. 


An even 50-50 split was 
registered on the hot ques- 
tion of whether the practice 
of baiting for deer should be 
made legal. But legalizing 
the use of tree stands during 
the firearm deer season was 
decisively rejected by sur- 
vey respondents by a margin 
of 68 percent to 30 percent. 

Also rejected was a pro- 
posal to open the turkey 
hunting season to anyone 
purchasing a license rather 
than limiting the number of 
turkey hunters through the 
draw system. Sixty-seven 
(67) percent were opposed to 
opening the turkey season to 
all license holders while 31 
percent favored that ap- 
proach. 

Sixty-five (65) percent of 
survey respondents favored 
the reintroduction of timber 
wolves in limited areas of 
northern Michigan while 33 
percent opposed the plan. 
Continuation of the Decem- 
ber ruffed grouse season was 
favored by 55 percent of sur- 
vey respondents while 42 
percent want the late season 
eliminated.

Sixty-three (63) percent 
voted for more public access 
facilities like boat ramps on 
jand owned by the state on 
lakes and rivers near urban 
areas, a concept opposed by 
35 percent. 

Fifty-five (55) percent 
voted YES and 43 percent 
said NO to the question of 
whether the Department of 
Natural Resources should 
place a higher priority on the 
construction, maintenance, 
and operation of more public 
shooting ranges throughout 
the state. 

Results from the survey 
will be forwarded to Gover- 
nor James J. Blanchard, 
members of the Legislature, 
the Michigan Natural Re- 
sources Commission and 
other leaders to give these 
decision makers a profile on 
how Michigan sportsmen 
and women feel about the is- 
sues.

County Commissioners Shouldn't 
Vote For Own Pay Increases 


Opinion To The Editor: 

I see in the Avalanche that 
the Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners were 
recommended for a pay in- 
crease by the ‘Ways and 
Means” committee, and the 
Commissioners then voted to 
approve it. Wonderful - 
From $40 or $60 a meeting 
twice a month plus a few 
committee meetings, to 
$6,000 a year. 

I think that percentage of 
increases is probably 10 
times the rate of inflation, 
cost of living indexes, and 
the consumer price index. 
Maybe our congress in 
Washington is trickling down 
here, and there’s no incen- 
tive for them ‘‘to EARN a 
bonus by removing the 
deficit.” 

I’ve never quite under- 
stood the reasoning for a 
Ways and Means committee 


and always considered it a — 


way to mislead and confuse 
the public and extend the 
power of the politicians with- 
out making clear as to who is 
doing what, just so long as it 


accomplishes their end re- 
sult. Isn’t the “Ways and 
Means” committee made up 
of some of the very same 
commissioners that have 
voted for their own salary 
increase? Sort of like Judge, 
Jury and Prosecutor all in 
one, correct? 

Didn’t most of you run 
with the knowledge of the 
rate of pay? If you weren’t 
happy with that rate then 
why would you put your 
name up for nomination? In 
public life, not many people 
can vote for their own pay 
increase and, in my humble 
opinion, neither should a 
public official. I think a pay 
raise based on the rate of in- 
flation or cost of living is 
enough and even then it 
should be First justified. 

So I’m challenging each 
and every Commissioner to 
‘go to the local Avalanche 
newspaper and make his 
views and reasons known as 
to why this salary increase is 
needed. I’m sure the news- 
paper would gladly put each 
INDIVIDUAL explanation in 


the paper so as to explain 
clearly to the taxpayers 
what this tax dollar pay in- 
crease is going for, and each 
INDIVIDUAL commission- 
er’s feelings on it. Then I 
think it should be up to the 
Commissioners to have a 
RE-VOTE on the issue. I’m 
sure the ‘Ways and Means” 
committee can come up with 
a legal way to have another 
vote on this legal or illegal 
plunder. 

Tsn’t it also up to the com- 
missioners te set the county 
budget? If they didn’t know 
about ‘the $150,000 deficit in 
October, when they voted 
themselves a pay increase, 
they surely are not doing 
their job and if they did 
know, it goes without saying 
what they think of their con- 
stituents. (PEONS)

:. WHAT IS CHRISTMAS anyway? Pure 
*. and simple, it is a religious holiday, or holy 


day, marking the birth of the Christ Child. It 
is one of the two basic tenets of the Christian 
faith (Easter is the other), 

All attempts to try to call Christmas 
something it is not are so much self-decep- 
tion. 

The fact is that the secular world has ap- 
propriated a Christian observance and turn- 
ed it into a public holiday as well. 

Logic dictates that if you object to the ob- 
servance of Christmas as a religious ob- 
servance, you should object to Christmas as 
a public holiday, too. 

If you are to secularize Christmas by 
stripping from it all religious reference, 
then you should secularize it all the way, 
and force it to become a strictly religious 
Christian feast day by taking from it all pub- 
lic acceptance as a holiday.

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M.E.T. Enrollment Tops 40,000 


Governor James J. Blanchard has an- 
nounced that 40,344 children have been en- 
rolled in the Michigan Education Trust 
(MET) program to guarantee future tuition 
payments at the state’s four-year colleges 
and universities or two-year junior and com- 
munity colleges. 

A total of $265.1 million has been received 
and deposited in the fund for investment to 
pay tuitions for the enrollees. 

Blanchard, in announcing the final parti- 
cipants during a Detroit press conference, 
said the initial enrollment period is a “‘great 
start” for MET and a “great future” for the 
children. 

“This investment of $265 million marks 
the establishment of one of the largest edu- 
cation finance programs in the nation. It 
also represent, we believe, the largest new 
savings vehicle ever introduced in Michi- 
gan,” he said. 

The 40,334 participants met the November 
30 deadline for funding of prepaid tuition 
plans for children who guaranteed them- 
selves a slot in the program through a week- 
long application process in August. 

A total of 82,495 applications — accom- 
panied by a $25 non-refundable fee - were re- 
ceived during the enrollment week. 

Bob Kolt, spokesperson for .the Depart- 
ment of Treasury, said an analysis of the 
contracts has not been completed as all con- 
tracts are not physically in house. He said 
the savings and loan institutions, which 
served as processing and collection centers 
for the contracts, wired late enrollees and 
funds to accommodate the Jast minute rush 
of contracts. 

He said a “‘very unscientifice survey” of 
one day’s contract receipts showed about 70

‘Tis the season to be jolly. Tra la la la lala 
la Ja la.

Christmas. The season of shopping and 
gifts and parties and cards and wrapping 
and cooking and baking and visiting and 
hosting and eating and drinking and 
decorating and carols and performances ...

For more of my adult life, I let the spirit of 
Christmas not only into my heart and soul. I 
also let it into my immune system. After 
weeks of trying to do it all on top of normally 
trying to do it all, I invariably spent Christ- 
mas vacation with some sort of illness. 

Every holiday my body rebelled. It said, 
“OK, I will work overtime for you during 
December if you insist. But then I am taking 
a week off for myself. You may be a fool, but 
’mnot.” 


* However, for the past couple of years, 
while I have not exactly developed into a 
model of organization and efficiency and ap- 
propriate priorities, I have learned to cut a 
few corners without much apparent loss of 
quality and enjoyment of the holidays. And 
my body is much happier with me. 

One of my biggest achievements has been 
in the area of baking. I used to bake up a 
storm, night after night, week after week. 
Every adult woman I knew baked. I had to, 
too.

One year, Dave suggested that I might 
consider cutting back.

I tried baking 
with friends — lots of fun, but not particu- 
larly efficient.

CIVIL RIGHTS COMPLAINTS 
PRODUCE AWARDS OF 
$4.7 MILLION 


Persons complaining of civil rights viola- 
tions won $4.7 million in awards under cases 
resolved during 1987-88 by the Department 
of Civil Rights, the agency’s annual report 
showed. 

The department filed 27 charges of 
unlawful discrimination in other cases 
where consiliation efforts were unsuccess- 
ful. 

The awards won by individuals involved 
1,730 claimants, or 31 percent of the 5,561 
cases closed during the fiscal year. | 

The department received 6,390 new com- 
plaints, down 46 from 1986-87, and the great 
bulk of those involved employment discrim- 
ination, 5,721. Another 224 complaints 
alleged discrimination in housing, 197 in 
public accommodation, 106 in law enforce- 
ment, 83 in education, and 59 in public ser- 
vice. 

Blacks filed the most complaints, 3,556 or 
61.9 percent of the total, although race was 
cited as a factor in just 2,406 cases. Over 
half were filed by women of all races, with 
sexual discrimination alleged in 10.8 per- 
cent of the cases. Whites filed 31.3 percent of 
the complaints, and Hispanics 237. 

Age discrimination was cited in 485 cases 
and physical handicap in 409 instances.

Since then, I have found that simply meet- 
ing the challenge of cutting back is fun. I 
have never been known for my beautiful 
handmade gifts, so there is no problem 
when I buy Christmas presents for others. If 
I send out my cards the day before (or even 
the day after) Christmas, I no longer worry 
about what the recipients will think. I 
decorate the house more simply. I am a 
model (more or less) of restraint. 

I am also better-humored. I enjoy the 
season because I am not too busy getting 
ready for the season. I visit with friends. I 
attend Christmas concerts. I listen to carols 
on our tape player. I smell the many aromas 
of the holiday. I take photos of my family 
members. I give thanks for all the gifts I 
have. I grieve for people who have so little to 
be thankful for. I consider the reason for the 
Christmas celebration. 


This year, I plan to spend an evening sit- 


ting on the couch in front of the fireplace 
with Dave, the dogs curled up on the rug, 
drinking our friendship tea and eating our 
gorp (because there’s nothing else home- 
made in the house), and be grateful for 
another Christmas together. They are too 
important to miss just because I am too 
busy getting ready for them,

School District Prepares 
To Safeguard Against AIDS 


Crawford AuSable School 
District Superintendent Kent 
Reynolds says that it is not a 
matter of IF the district ever 
has a student or staff mem- 
ber contract AIDS, but a 
matter of WHEN it has one. 
So, in preparation for the in- 
evitable, the CASD held a 
training session to teach 
staff members to safeguard 
their students and them- 
Selves against communica- 
ble diseases, 


The training session, held 
on November 7, included 
CASD administrators, teach- 
ers, custodians and main- 
tenance workers, and food 
service employees. Patty 


McClure, the District Public 
Health Department AIDS 
counselor from Cadillac, 
opened the session by ex- 
plaining the three routine 
procedures recommended 
for sanitation and hygiene 
when handling body fluids: 


1) Wear plastic gloves be- 
fore making contact with 
body fluids while caring for 
or treating people and 
during all cleaning 
procedures, 2) Wash hands 
properly and regularly. 
(Soap dispensers have been 
placed in the restrooms of all 
school buildings because 
soap helps wash away easily 
removable soil and micro- 


organisms if used property. ) 
3) Disinfect surfaces that 
body fluids have touched. 

School personnel then di- 
vided into groups led by 
Marie Mahaney, Crawford 
County Public Health Nurse 
(elementary school staff); 
Lucy Sell, Mercy Hospital 
Infection Control Officer 
(custodial/maintenance and 
food service staff); and Mc- 
Clure (high school staff).

“We are pleased that our 
push for tougher truck safety 
laws resulted in this legis- 
lation,” said Ronald L. Stef- 
fens, AAA Michigan vice 
president-Insurance. ‘‘The 
response to our campaign 
demonstrates that the demo- 
cratic process works.” 

Steffens said the AAA 
Michigan program began in 
March 1986 with the first in a 
series of monthly articles in 
Michigan Living Magazine 
addressing truck safety 
issues. In April of this year, 
AAA Michigan initiated a 
write-in post card campaign 
through the magazine. The 
cards were mailed by motor- 
ists to AAA Michigan, where 
they were sorted and 
delivered to each respon- 


‘A two-and-a-half year 
Michigan campaign on be- 
half of all motorists cuimi- 
nated in Lansing Dec. 6 when 
Gov. James J. Blanchard 
Signed a package of truck 
safety bills. 

A nine-bill House package 
Signed by the Governor cap- 
ped a series of efforts for 
truck safety reform initiated 
by the 1.5-million-member 
Triple A auto club. In late 
October, Gov.

Recapped or retreaded 
tires will not be allowed on 
front wheels. 
also will require 22-inch 
rear-bumper guards on all 
heavy trucks, when required 
by federal standards. Those 
guards prevent cars from 
riding under trucks in rear- 
end collisions. 

AAA Michigan’s truck 
study reported that from 
1982 through 1985, Michigan 
fatal accidents between 
trucks and passenger 
vehicles rose 41 percent 
while all fatal traffic acci- 
dents rose only 10 percent. In 
1987, the last year for which 
Statistics are available, fatal 
truck accidents rose 14 per- 
cent when compared with 
1985. All fatal traffic acci- 
dents in 1987 rose 3 percent 
versus 1985.

Proper Preparation Prevents 
Snow Shoveling Injuries 


With Michigan’s famous 
winter season here, Michi- 
gan residents need to take 
special care before launch- 
ing into the chore of shovel- 
ing snow. Improperly lifting 
a single shovel of snow can 
put as much as 200 pounds of 
additional pressure on the 
lower back. 

Dr. Robert Ducharme of 
Rochester, Mich., president 
of the Michigan Chiropractic 
Society, stated that “a single 
shove) load of wet snow itself 
weighing between 10 and 15 
pounds held in front of the 
body can increase the pres- 
sure on the lumbosacral disc 
by 15 times the weight being 
lifted.”

Dr. Ducharme noted 
that according to a study 
published in Consumer 
Reports the most common 
cause of hospitalization, but 
for childbirth, is back pain. 

Incorrect methods of snow 
shoveling can trigger scia- 
tica (a shooting pain and 
sensation in the leg) or bran- 


chial neuralgia (a burning, 
tingling numbness or pain 
down the neck, shoulder or 
arm). 

Several specific steps can 
be taken to prevent back 
pain and injury while shovel- 
ing snow, Dr. Ducharme 
said. He suggested these 
steps; 


— Warm up with stretches 
to help limber the joints and 
muscles, 

— Dress warmly and wear 
an extra long garment to 
keep the low-back muscles 
warm and prevent tighten- 
ing, 

— Stand in an_ erect 
position and bend at the 
knee, not at the waist — 
Keep your back straight, 

— Handle small-to- 
moderate shovel loads of 
snow at atime, 

— Push rather than lift the 
snow when possible - Deposit 
the snow nearby instead of 
twisting and throwing it to 
another area, 

— Change your grip and 
stance often to avoid over- 
using the strong side of your 
body,

Life Insurance Hoax 
Targets Vietnam Vets 


Veterans who let their GI 
life insurance policies lapse 
should not expect a surprise 
Christmas present this year 
in the form of dividends, ac- 
cording to a Detroit News ar- 
ticle. 

Applications to receive 
dividends from the lapsed 
policies mailed to some 
Michigan veterans in the 
past few weeks are a hoax, 


Velerans Administration 
spokesmam Blake Moore 
said. 


Moore said the Detroit VA 
regional office receives tele- 
phone calls every day from 
hopeful veterans seeking in- 
formation about the applica- 


tions. There is no name or 
return address, nor is there 
any indication that the per- 
son sending the application 
is seeking money. 

Moore said there is no es- 
timate this year of the num- 
ber of phony applications re- 
ceived in the VA's Phila- 
delphia insurance office, but 
15,000 were received last 
year. 


“Veterans with lapsed in- 
surance policies cannot ex- 
pect dividends. The 3 million 
veterans who have continued 
to pay on their GI life in- 
surance receive about $900 
million annually.

Building “A : 

This is Dr. Rosi’s Clinic located at the corner of Michigan 
Avenue and Spruce Street. The asking price is around $100,000. 
The facility has very limited parking facilities particularly if 
there isa Methodist Church function, Masonite Lodge function or 
a large crowd for the theater, 

The interior is composed of very small examination rooms 
for patients and cach ts equipped with a sink. Some are carpeted 
and some are not. This building is actually (wo buildings with a 
“load bearing” wall located in Che center of the building. This is 
due to the fact that the northeast portion of the building was 
once a dentist's affice. While an archway has been cut through 
the waiting room the floor levels are difterent heights. The build- 
ing has no vault and very few windows of which most are small. 

There is no land included with the building thus there would 
be no room for expansion of the building or additional parking if 
necessary, The building is located in the city limits of Gravling. 

Building: “137 

This building is currently owned by Gordon “Sandy” 
Thompson and is located on Ingham Street southeast of the 
school football field. This portion of Ingham Street is still un- 
paved and the asking: price is given as $420,000. The building is 
Lwo stories and currently occupied by the North Central Com- 
munity Mental Health Services is the upper floor while Lhe lower 
floor is occupied by Mr. Thompson's fanily. 

The parking area is small and would have to be enlarged. 
This might be difficult as Chere is very litle room between the 
current parking area and Ingham Street in addition Go that area 
being a raised hill. While there is additional land included, addi- 
tions Lo the building could be expensive as the entire building is 
built on a hillside sloping toward Che mainstream of the AuSable 
River. There is no vault and the building, is located within the 
city mits of Grayling. 

(Note) Customer directions would be difficult due te the 
site's “out of the wav” location. 

Building “C 

This ts the former North Michigan Land and Oi Building 
and is located on M-72 West approximately 3:-1 mile west of (he 
city limits of Grayling. 

The asking price tor this building is $200,000 cash and | 
have listed below some of the deficiencies that would need to be 
correcled at some point in the future: 

1. Parking, while adequate for everyday) business. would 
need Lo be enlarged for voting purposes and the current parkingz 
area re-surfaced due to weathering. 

2. While Che meeting room is large enough for our normal 
township board meetings it would someday need to be enlarged 
with a three-wall addition. 

3. Tt would be prudent to immediately install some addi- 
Lional insulation in the roof area to improve efficiency as well as 
install ceiling fans for circulation of air in the reception area 
which has vaulted ceilings. UVhis building has a commercial 
12x14 vault with bank vault door. 

Curt Jansen, of Jansen’s Plumbing & Heating was present 
with building plans of the North Michigan Land & O# facility 
which his company used in 1976 to install plumbing and heating 
for the building during its construction. 

Jansen's have maintained the systems over the vears, they 
are in good condition and adequate for Township needs. Curt 
noted the heating and cooling systems are quite Complicated and 
will require regular maintenance for good performance. 

Utility costs were discussed and various ways Lhe energy ef- 
ficiency of the building could be improved. 

Quality of materials and workmanship in the building were 
judged as excellent. 

There is adequate land with the facility to provide for future 
growth. 

t, Motion by McNamara. support by O'Mara Lo approve the 
purchase of the North Michigan Land & Oit facility on M-72

which ineluded contact with the five lending instatucions in the 
immediate area, Michigan ‘Townships Association and the State 
of Michigan. The concensus of this Board is that it would be in 
the best interests of Grayling Township to pay cash for the 
facility rather than financing a portion as was originally pro- 
posed. A cash transaction will save the ‘Township thousands of 
dollars in interest expense.

Make 
your favorite cheeseball, but instead of 
making one large one, roll small bite-size 
balls in parsley, chives, chopped nuts or 
ground ham and chill thoroughly. Cream 
cheese can be combined with many foods 
and shaped into small balls.

Pound chicken to 1/4” thickness. Blend 
butter and tarragon and place equal! por- 
tions in center of chicken breasts. Fold ends 
over and tuck in sides, securing with tooth- 
picks if necessary. Roll in flour, dip in eggs, 
then coat with breadcrumbs, covering com- 
pletely. Arrange in buttered baking dish and 
bake about 25 minutes (more if chilled), un- 
til golden brown. Baste several times with 
melted butter. When serving, lace the tops 
with a little bearnaise sauce. 


- Cheese Straws 


Roll a one-pound package of puff pastry 
into a 20 x 24 rectangle and sprinkle with 1/3 
c. grated parmesan cheese, pressing the 
cheese in with the rolling pin. Fold the 
dough in half crosswise and sprinkle with 
another 1/3 cup cheese. Cut dough in 1/8 in- 
ch strips and twist. Place on ungreased 
baking sheet with strips touching slightly to 
prevent untwisting. Bake at 350° about 15 
minutes, until puffed and brown. Cut strips 
apart and cool on a rack. These will keep 
about a week ina plastic bag.

END OF THE YEAR 
REMINDERS 

In our last column, we 
summarized some of the 
changes taking place for 
1989, including the Medicare 
Part B premium increase to 
$31.90; the increased tax 
base on earnings from 
$45,000 to $48,000, and the in- 
ereased earnings limits for 
working beneficiaries. 

However, several more 
items may be of interest with 
the new year approaching. 

People who are eligible for 
Part B of Medicare but who 
declined to take that 
coverage in the past, can 
sign up for it during the 


general open enruiunent 
period which runs January 1 
through March 31. Part B is 
the medical insurance por- 
tion of Medicare which can 
help with doctor bills and 
outpatient and laboratory 
charges. Coverage begins in 
July for people who enroll 
during the general enroll- 
ment period. Their premium 
may be higher than the basic 
premium of $31.90. 

A Form SSA-1099 will be 
mailed to beneficiaries in 
January, showing the total 
amount of benefits they re- 
ceived in 1988. People should 
use the worksheet that is 
with the form to see whether 
any of their Social) Security

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Some very handy tips for the holiday videotaper 


Today’s Hghtweight and easy-to-use 
camcorders make 2 simpler than ever to 
capture holiday family memories forever, 

“Although camcorders make it easier 
than ever to record holiday gatherings, 
beginners should understand that prac- 
tice Is the best way to make top quality 
home tapes,” says Sally Browne, execu- 
tive director af consumer affairs at the 
Electronic Industries Association (ELA). 

To help novices get the best results 
from their new camcorders this holiday 


season, Ms. Browne offers a few handy 


home taping tips. 

lL. Get to know your camcorder! Ms, 
Browne says: “First, read the manual 
from cover to cover and then experiment 
with a few practice tapes before you try 
to capture the magic of Christmas morn- 
tng, for example. You wouldn't want to 
iiss a wordotful shot because you are 
nol yet familiar with your equipment.” 


2. Plan your shots. Belore you tape the 
holiday family reunion, take a moment to 
plan exactly what you expect to record, 
Perhaps you want to catch the leok on 
the children’s faces when they epen their 
presents. Visualize the scene you wish to 
record and plan vour angles. 


“Remember. video ts ideal for éaptur- 
ing the intumacy of a moment through 
closcups,” Ms. Browne advises. “If you 
are shooting indoors. try to avoid long 
shots and stay close to the action.” 

3. Do a pre-shoot test, Before you tape, 
check your equipment with a pre-taping 
test. Is the cameorder functioning? Is the 
lens clean? Are the batteries fresh? Is the

lighting sufficient? Do you have enough 
tape on hand? Are you using top-quality 
tape? 

4. Check the light in the room. Vf the 
lighting 1s inadequate, you may have to 
make adjustments, such as providing ad- 
ditional lighting, manually adjusting your 
aperture, or even rethinking your angles. 

Directly photographing an unwanted 
light source, such as a lamp, may leave a 
while flare in your picture. Backlighting, 
or placing a fight behind your subjects, 
could cast heavy shadows that obscure 
their faces. ‘ 

Lighting becomes especially important 
during the holidays, when such items as 
Christmas trees can interfere with nor- 
mal lighting situations. 

5. Keep it steady. Beginners find that 
quick camcorder movements turn tapes 
into a visual jumble. Try to stand in one 
place while shooting, and take care to 
make your “pans” slow and steady. tf 
you wish to get close to the action, use 
the zoom. 

If you can't avoid moving the camcor- 
der to catch a moment, consider using a 
shoulder harness or a tripod for a stead- 
ier picture. on 

And, remember: Unlike most 8mm 
movies, camcorders record sound. What 
you say from behind the camera will be 
heard on the screen. 

6. Label and date your tapes. “Make tt 
a practice to label your cassettes with the 
date, the place and even the names of the 
people in the tape as soon as you finish 
shooting.” says Ms. Browne. 


7. Take care of your investment! After 
you have finished your last shot, take a 
moment to cap the Jens and return the 
samcorder to its Case. 

If you set your camcorder down for a 
moment, make sure it isn’t near a TY or 
an electrical appliance, or you may inad- 
vertently erase your tape. 

With very special tapes, you may even

wish to dub a copy for repeated viewing 
while keeping the original master in a 
safe place. 

Like books, tapes should be stored 
standing on end in their sleeves, away 
from moisture, suntight, heat, dust and 
houschold appliances. 

After viewing your tapes, it is a good 
idea to remove the tape from the VCR 
immediately lo prevent damage to both 
the tapes and the delicate VCR recording 
heads. 

8. Service your equipment regularly. 
Generally, it is a good idea to have your 
equipment inspected once a year to keep 
it in good working order. . 

“H you buy only one service contract, 
itis a good idea to buy one for your cam- 
corder,” says Ms. Browne. “And, if your 
equipment requires maintenance, make 
sure that your dealer is certified to serv- 
ice it 

9. Traveling rips. WY you are traveling 
out of town for the holidays, it is a good 
idea to carry additional tape. a battery 
charger or batteries, 

A word to the wise: If you are flying. 
checking your camcorder with the lug- 
gage is one of the easiest ways to lose 
your equipment. 

Of course, passing your tapes and 
equipment through the airport X-ray may 
result in erasing those holiday memories. 

10. Always use top quality tape. “When 
you are recording special moments, it 
just doesn’t make sense to cul corners on 
lape.” she says. “Premium quality video- 
lape is one of the casiest steps you can 
take to making better tapes.”

One of the most perennial symbols of 
the Christinas season is the wreath—a 
continuous circle of greenery which pos- 
sesses neither beginning nor end. 


Swedish tradition 


Wreaths appear in the form of crowns 
during the St, Lucia's Day festivities 
which take place throughout Sweden. In. 
these, young girls, dressed as the Saint, 
wear crowns of evergreens which are 
adorned with lighted candles. 

Honored for saving Sweden from fam- 
ine, St. Lucia (whose name ts Latin for 
“light”) was a young girl at the time of 
her martyrdom. 

Thus, it’s both logical and proper that 
a young girl in cach family (usually the 
ats eldest daughter) should represent her, ris- 
ne ing early on December 13th, St. Lucia’s 

Day, to don her costume and bring food 
1o her family, their hired workers and 
any animats the family might own.

However, Sylvester is free to behave in 
this way only until midnight, at which 
time he and the old year are simultan- 
eously banished, at least until New 
Year's Eve comes round again. 

Wreaths are used throughout the holi- 
day. season, beginning with the Advent 
wreath. Constructed of evergreens and 
studded with four candles, it is the cen- 
tral symbol of a ritual performed on each 
of the four Sundays preceding Christmas. 


One candle is lit each week, until, on 
the final Sunday before Christmas. all 
four are lit, 

This tradition, originating with the 
Lutherans, is a concrete image for the 
light that Christ brings into the world - 
with His birth. 

A more widespread custom is of deco- 
rating doors with festive wreaths during 
Yuletide, as universal symbols of wel- 
come. ; 

Boughs of holly or evergreens, some- 
times supple grape vines, are fashioned 
into circles, the former adorned with 
bows, the latter, perhaps, with fragrant 

. dried flowers or herbs.

“Fruitful” decoration 


Fragrant and colorful, these wreaths 
were adorned with the long-lasting citrus 
‘fruits, such as oranges, lemons and 
limes, which the colonists were able to 
procure from the Mother Country’s 
othe: colonics in the West Indies. 

Today, we are likely to draw from 
many traditions when choosing or creat- 
ing wreaths. 

Those of us with the time and the apti- 
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tude may make our own, expressing our 
sense of warmth and hospitality, our rev- 
erence for the season, in our own style. 


There is a myriad of choices when it 
comes to wreath-making materials. On a 
basic wire or straw fame can be wired 
(with flexible florist’s wire) traditional 
evergreens, such as holly, pine, yew or 
juniper; dried flowers; pinecones; dried 
seed pods; fresh fruits and vegetables; 
and dried herbs {ail of which have spe- 
cific meanings). 

Simply keep adding greens and adorn- 
ments tll the wreath is full, making sure 
boughs run in the same direction, and 
hiding the fastenings as you go along. 

Let your own preferences guide you. 
However, if you like, add bunches of the 
following herbs not only for their fra- 
grance and their beauty, but for their 
meaning, as well: Horehound (a variety 
of mint), for good health; lavender, for 
purity; pennyroyal (another kind of 
mint), traditionally believed to bloom on 
Christmas Eve; rosemary, as Ophelia re- 
minds us, for remembrance; rue, for vir- 
tue; sage, for immortality; and thyme, 
for courage.

Alternately, if your talents are culi- 
nary, try making wreath-shaped desserts 
such as the following, to serve at your 
holiday festivities, or to give as gifts.

OPHTHALMOLOGY 


Around the world, Christmas is ccte- 
brated joyously. Festivities are planned at 
Which fannly and friends gather logether 
to share the holiday spirit -~ and, often, to 
raise i loast to each other, as they have 
for centuries past. 

The spirits of Christmas those fes- 
live beverages which are served tradi- 
Gionally during the holiday season —-are 
many and varied. Some are mulled and 
spiced, to entrance the palate and warm 
cold bodies. 

Egenok., which can be served either 
hot er chilled. is perhaps the most fa- 
mous of all Christmas drinks. It 1s a de- 
scendant of the old English Sack Possct. 

Fragrant with grated nutmeg, it is a 
sweetened mixture of sherry (once known 
as “sack”) with milk er cream, which 
has been further enriched by the addition 
of eges. 

Wassail, another perennial British fa- 
vorite, was served warm to carolers 
(singing, it is to be presumed, “Here we 
come a wassailing”), who roamed from 
house to house (often quite long dis- 
lances in the age of isolated manors and 
farmhouses), in anticipation of being 
greeted with brimming Wassail cups. 

The classic beverage tor drinking 
toasts with, Wassail literally means “be 
well” or “be whole.” 

Often, toasted bread was put on top of 
the Wassail as a floating garnish (perhaps 
where the other meaning of the word 
“toast” originated?), 

With toast on top, the spirited beverage 
which resulted was nicknamed Lamb's 
Wool, because of its appearance. 

Among. the other ingredients of both 
traditional Wassatl and Lamb's Wool are 
ale, sugar, cinnamon and roasted apples, 
though additional spices were often used. 


Athole Brose hails from Scotland. A 
concoction of Scotch whiskey, honey, 
cream and oatmeal water, it is Customari- 
ly served to toast in the New Year, known 
to the Scots as “Hogmanay.” 


Mexican Arofle, a distant relative of 
Athole Brose, substitutes cornmeal for 
the oatmeal —-and eschews alcohol in fa- 
vor of the tantalizing flavors of cinnamon 
and chocolate. especially seductive in 
combination. 

Atole is served in Mexico throughout 
the holiday season, and is a standard ac- 
companiment to King’s Cake, the center- 
piece of the Epiphany table. 

Glogg, a Swedish treat, stands out for 
a special reason —in many recipes for it, 
the tiqueur which is added (traditionally 
though not exclusively aquavit) is often 
ignited before serving, usually as part of 
a New Year's festivity, typical not only of

We will probably never know what 
‘celestial cvent inspired the legend vf 
the Star of Bethlehem, But, according 
to National Wildlife magazine, that has 
not stopped astronomers from 
guessing, Under the assumption that 
the star was ai actual physical object, 
«w€orists have put forward dozens of 
candidates. 

These include cverything from com- 
cts, supernovae and planctary conjunc- 
tions to meteor showers and zodiacal 
light, an over-the-horizon glow caused 
by the scattering of the sun’s rays by in- 
terplanctary dust particles. 

The current leading theory is that 
the star was a conjuaciion of the 
planets Jupiter and Saturn in 7 B.C., 
which is generaily accepted as the ycar 
of Jesus’ birth. _ 

A conjunction between the two 
planets occurs about every 20 years as 
Jupiter, traveling on a faster orbit, 
overtakes Saturn. When this happens, 
the two planets may—on rare occa- 
sions—fook like one bright star to ob- 
servers on Earth,
